ESCAPES, 


The cii'zens were alarmed on Wednefday about noon 
by the rioging of bells. It proved'to be a call to the goal, 
which had beeo broken open by the priloners, principally 
debtors, 24 of whom efcaped, 

A ciccuunftance of this kind iaterefs every clafs of men, 
‘we have therefore taken pains to @btain particulars, which 
die thus itated : 

A few moments before twelve, upwards of forty of the 
priloners came driving dewa fairs ioa body, armed with 
pillols, which had {pring bayonets affixed to them, and 
élubs. © They koocked down the turnkey, and aflauled 
the front inner door, the jock of which they abfoluiely 
broke off, Secing oppofition in front of the prifon col- 
k Ging, they flew to the rear of the houfe, and pried their 
way throagh intothe yard, firing at every one who op- 
poled them, and forced their way through a crowd of of- 
ficers and citizens, who found it impoihble to fem their 
impetuofity ; but, by fkitl and numbers, the officers and 
citizens retook ten of them, threngh the fire of all their 
piftols; not, however, without receiving maoy wounds. 
Fourteea made a fuccefsfal efcape, viz. Michael Regan, 
Wiliam ‘Kimbeysly, Jobo F. Fitch, Andrew Chaunory, 
William Jackfoo, Wilham Foulke, Stephen Beiknapp, 
Daniel Degg wilt, Jom Elyftiom, Jefhua Jadwin, Con- 
iod Coonermaa, Joba Meffen, William Terry, John Wil- 
hams, aad Johannes Wickflioam, A reward ot 200 dol- 
iaig iapifered for there appreneafon. 

Tag officers of the goal appear to have faithfully per- 
formed their duty. What man, unconfcious of defign, 
could eppofe fuch a tolrent ? 

Theis being armed 1a fuch’a manner, may be conceived 
fousewhat myfterous; but thefe could eafily. have been 
fmuggled in from time to time, bydhe friends of the pri- 
foners. 

Many citizens acquiied much credit by their exertions, 
atthe rifque of their lives, yn aiding the magiitrates in this 
moment of alarm, There are umwoy evidences alfo of the 
vigilance of the officers; Mr William W. Parker, deputy 
theriff, took two of the prifoners himfelf, each armed with 
pols; and we are told that this 1s not the firft inftence 
of his exertions in cafes of this kind. 

It is with regret we meniiom the fate of our fellow citi- 
gen, Mr Peter Lorillaid, (obaccomift, in Chathem-ftreei ; 
he received ball through his boay, from one of the pri- 
funers, afier he had retaken him, ead sow lays in a dange-
